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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


February 1, 1929, to February 1, 1930 

During this last year, I have made 169 visits in the various 
school rooms of the town. 

At the opening of the school year in September an outline 
of work for the elementary schools based on the State Program 
of Study was placed in the different elementary rooms. It is’ 
hoped that this may make the work of the different grades more 
definite and thus be more certain of accomplishment before the 
end of the year in June. 

The attendance for the past year has been good. The 
percent has been 97.6 in the high school and 94.7 in the grades. 
According to an early school report the percent of attendance 
in 1922—eight years ago—was only 86. Our present percentage 
compares most favorably with the old record, and should make 
for better schools. Next to a good teacher, the most valuable 
requirement for a good school is a good attendance and this, 
I believe, we are now having in Pittsburg. 

Practically all cases of absence from school, for the last 
year, have been excusable, and there is now but little work for 
a truant officer. This is certainly a very desirable conditon and 
shows that parents are more and more realizing the value of 
faithful atendance at school to insure best results for their 
children. While school authorities and teachers may improve 
the work done in the school room, the matter of attendance is 
largely up to the parent and it is gratifying to see that the par- 
ents are realizing their responsibility in this matter. 

Five new teachers began work in our schools with the 
opening in September. All five of these were either Normal or 
College trained and two had had previous teaching experience. 
I believe that all the teachers are endeavoring to give their best 
and that the work as a whole is doing well. 

Standard Achievement tests have been given in the different 
grades in order to check up on the work and ascertain whether 
er not the pupils are accomplishing the amount of work that 
should be done. 

The High School has been approved by the State Depart- 
ment for another year. Last spring a class of three pupils was 
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graduated making the total number of graduates to be thirty- 
six. One of last spring’s graduates is now attending Normal 
School. The school spirit and interest in work in the High 
Schools compares favorably with that of other high schools 
which have come under my observation during the past few 
years.

REPORT OF THE DISTRICT NURSE 


During the second year of the Pittsburg Nursing Associa- 
tion 256 patients have availed themselves of the nursing service. 
The nurse has helped at the birth of 9 babies; has assisted with 
7 operations and done first aid in 16 accidents and 6 fracture 
cases. In all there have been 1,124 visits made to sick persons. 
The people of Pittsburg have been very loyal and thoughtful 
in the use of the service. 

Besides the actual bedside demands there is a growing in- 
terest in prenatal and infant welfare supervision given free 
by our service in cooperation with the State program. Pre- 
natal advice and plans, free urine analysis, also monthly letters 
end literature issued by the State are available to all who ask. 
Excellent helps in getting baby started on the road to healthy 
childhood, with feeding plans, etc. are also to be had. Each 
Spring, States nurses and doctors hold a baby clinic here in 
connection with the chest and underweight clinic. This is fianc- 
ed by the sale of Christmas Health Seals. 

The main emphasis in the school program this year, has 


been focused on the correction of physical dfects. A big effort 


has been made to make it possible for the boys and girls of this 
most northern town in the State to enjoy the same clinic ad- 
vantages that children nearer the big medical centers enjoy. 
In some lines real results are apparent, in other lines we have 
not been as successful. 

Since last May weekly dental clinics have been conducted 
at Colebrook. To them school children have been transported 


free. All necessary work is done at a flat rate of $3.00 an hour, 


making the work much cheaper than by private appointment. 
To date school children have had 41 thorough dental examina- 
tions, 448 teeth filled, 24 teeth extracted, 31 cleanings, and 1 


X-ray picture, at a total expense of $296.25. This averages 
about 54 cents per operation. We feel that good thorough work 


has been done in this line. 

Tonsil and adenoid work is harder to get done due to the 
greater expense for each child. Money for the more expensive 
clinics is very limited. Because of the indifferent response to 
Red Cross drives, funds from this source are small. Last spring 
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it was posible to arrange an eye clinic and transport the children 
to it. We hope to do the same again this spring. Many under- 
weight children are being brought nearer weight by the hot 
lunches served in the schools during the bitter weather. In 
the larger buildings the lunches are cooked outside and brought 
in. Five cents for each child buys the food while the Red Cross 
helps in getting it cooked. 

Much has been accomplished this year in the various 
phases of the work but there is a vast amount yet to be planned 
and carried out. A wise, strong, earnest nursing association 
constantly pushing can alone solve the problems and transmount 
the difficulities constantly faced in this kind of work. We can 
grow only by building up. We must not tear down what we have 
have so patiently tried to build.
